6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for decorating soldiers’ graves 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
in additition to the required fifteen dollars for the benefit of 
the library. 

8. To see if the town will vote to divide the interest of 
the Parsonage Fund among the several denominations in pro- 
portion to their taxes. 

9. To choose by ballot and major vote a Treasurer. 

10. To choose by ballot and major vote an Overseer of 
the Poor. 

11. To choose by ballot. and major vote one or more 
Road Agents.
